Thefe are the King’s own Words, fign’d 
by his own Hand, and the reft of che Let- 
ter, isfull of Bxpreffions of the fame kind : 
What a Face have our Aigh-Flyers co iniift 
upon it, that the Prince of Orange did not 
Reif, and that the Revolution was not 
Founded on Refiftance? Here’s the Tefti- 
mony of their own King againft them 5 he 

se Fored, and he is Obig’d, to fave himfelf ; 


if Force is not Refffance, them indeed we 
have no more to fay: I thall hereafter, 
fpeak a Word or two, to that little Refi- | 

ance, which we do not love to hear of, «8 
the Boyn, which will, Ithink, make outa 
Simily, which a certaia Gentleman took — 
great DiftaR at, J shink wisbout any Canfey 
of the dry and wet Martyrdom. | 

But to go on with our Point. | 

My Tory will bave it, that che Queen is 
come off from our Side; andtomake it | 
out, isdriven to the Neceffity of acknow- 
ledging, that he means, the Queen iscome 
off from the Revolations aa Abfurdity, — 
which is too grofs to need any Reply ; buc 
afferting a Fuadamental, will put an end 
to this, and jet any Man Anfwer it.

If chen her Majefty is Queen, by Vir- 
tue of this A@ of Parliament, declaring the 
Joheritance in Tai}, to her Majefty ; when- 
ever chat Parliameatary Limitation, or 
Settlement, appears Illegal, and her Ma- 
jefty ceafes to Claim by it, the Revolution
